The General Manager’s Message 


ecently there have been a number of questions about renewal time for memberships. It appears that there is a lack of information 
Resins among the members of QCWA. So, once again, let me review the procedures. 

Every quarter we bil] all those members whose due will be due in that quarter. As I write this, it is the first of June and we 
have just mailed billings to everyone whose dues will be due up to September 1, 1994. This mailing is now in a re-mailable envelope. It is all 
addressed and all you have to do is insert your check and put a stamp on the envelope. We have been using these envelopes since the 
December billings. Most everyone has indicated that they are convenient and they appreciate the mailer. 

Now, inspect the label on your QCWA Journal ( or on the billing envelope ) and among other familiar items the first line of the label 
may be confusing. Reading from left to right, on the first line .. If you belong to a chapter there will be a maximum of three numbers ( the 
Chapter number ), then the next set of numbers is your membership number (five numbers maximum). This is followed by either a date 
expressed in six digits such as 00/00/00 and it may or may not have any numbers printed. If you are a Life member, there will be no numbers 
.. however if you pay your dues on a one, two or three year basis, the date will indicate the expiration of your membership. This is followed by 
a “L” if the member is a Life member and then comes a two number date. This last item is the year you were first licensed .. as we have it 
recorded. 

The rest of the label is name, address etc. 

We are also using a program which checks the address of each member and determines the correct spelling of the address and also 
determines the zip plus four coding for that address. If this program does everything correctly and we have at least 85% of the addresses 
coded, then we can obtain a better postage rate in our mailing. I note that oftentimes the post office department has renamed many streets and 
yet we have the older address in our records. Please let us know if your address is changed so that we can make the proper entry in our data 
base.

FCC Highlights

ARRL Seeks Primary Status Segments in 902-928 MHz: 
In mid-1993 the FCC proposed to accommodate wind 


profiler radars at 915 MHz, and in a separate action, proposed to 
expand the AVM (Automatic Vehicle Monitoring) Service into a 
new Location and Monitoring Service in the entire band. In the 
latter proceeding the FCC invited comments on whether they (the 
commenters) believe it possible to establish reliable LMS systems 
considering the number and diversity of other users of this band. If 
not, commenters should offer potential solutions, such as removing 
Part 15 users and amateur operations from the band, restricting 
where such users could operate in the band, or placing stricter 
limitations on operations. (An Editorial in the June 1993 issue of 
QST traces the history of allocation and use of this band since 1947). 

ARRL has filed a Petition for Rule Making with the FCC 
asking that the Amateur Radio Service be granted Primary Status in 
the 902-904 and 912-918 MHz portions of the band. ARRL wants 
amateurs to have primary status because new developments in the 
band could make ham usage more difficult there, and a primary 
allocation would help preserve amateur operations; and because the 
FCC has previously stated that amateurs should use 902-928 MHz to 
serve amateur needs that formerly used 220-222 MHz. 


Amateur Status in 2300-2450 MHz Band may be in Jeopardy: 

A preliminary plan from the National Telecommunications 
and Information Administration (NTIA) for reallocating Government 
frequencies to non-government uses does not go far enough in 
protecting the needs of amateurs, the ARRL says (See the ARRL 
Letter 2-24-94). 

Specifically affected would be the 2300-2450 MHz band, 
The preliminary plan would transfer some of that band to new non- 
government uses, which would not necessarily result in the loss of 
frequencies for amateurs, but amateur sharing could be more 
difficult than it now is with government users. 

NTIA proposes to leave 2400 to 2402 MHz and 2417 to 
2450 MHz as now allocated, in part to permit continued amateur 
and especially amateur satellite operation. The frequency segments 
of 2390 to 2400 MHz and 2402 to 2417 MHz would be made 
available for new non-government services as early as August 1994, 
while 2300 to 2310 MHz would be made available later, under the 
NTIA plan. The Plan is how NTIA proposes to implement a 
reallocation of spectrum from government to non-government use, as 
mandated by Congress last year. 

In its letter the League said that recent advances in 
techniques, such as packet radio and other digital modes, as well as 
an explosion in the number of licensed amateurs, was causing more 
and more of them to move up in frequency. 

ARRL’s Technical Relations Manager, Paul Rinaldo, 
W4RI, says the 2300 MHz issue is important “...because it is 
spectrum. Amateurs have always tended to move up in frequency. 
The 2-meter band filled up, now 222 MHz is filling up, and so on. 
Other services tend to drift up as well.” 

Rinaldo says that while amateurs currently cannot 
demonstrate great usage of the 2300 MHz range, neither can other 
services. “This range is vital to amateurs,” Rinaldo says “because of 
its short range propagation characteristics, which are essential to 
networking and which will be needed for very high speed digital 
links as they become available to amateurs.” 
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FCC Surveys Telephone Interference: 
The FCC has released the results of a_ telephone 


interference survey, and concluded that, since some telephones are 
“bulletproof,” all of them should be. 
The survey’s goals were to pinpoint the following: 


° What telephones are affected; 

* What type transmitting stations are involved (including 
power levels); 

° Whether commonly available filters are effective in 
eliminating interference, 

° Whether specially designed telephones are effective in 


eliminating interference. 

Thirty-five FCC field offices each picked three random 
cases of telephone interference on record, and then visited the 
scenes. The transmitting stations included 47 citizens band, 27 
amateur, 23 AM broadcast, 10 FM broadcast, and one international 
broadcast station. None were specifically identified. The power 
levels of the transmitting stations varied from two watts to half a 
million watts, one third of them running less than ten watts. 

At the location experiencing interference, FCC personnel 
first tested the telephones on site, then tested their own 
“bulletproofed” telephones, as well as several commercially 
available filters. Altogether, 241 different telephones were tested. 
The FCC tested its bulletproof telephones at 52 locations and found 
them 96% effective. (Ed Note: This aspect of the survey has given 
rise to a number of inquiries about the nature of these instruments. 
The bullet proof ‘phones are identified in Attachment 5 to the FCC 
Survey, with a note that: “All ‘phones were refurbished, internally 
modified commercial units.” The modifications were not discussed 
in the Report. Another source points out that these ‘phones were all 
of the non-electronic type, and that it is not nearly as easy to 
“immunize” a telephone that contains lots of active devices. It can 
be done, it’s just not as easy.) 

At the transmitting station, FCC personnel logged the type 
of station, measured its power, and got information on antenna 
height, antenna gain, and distance from the complainant. 

At the complainant’s location, FOB personnel 
disconnected all telephones, then plugged them, one at a time, into a 
single jack, while the station was transmitting. Also tested were the 
effectiveness of several commercially available telephone filters. 
Finally, FOB personnel connected “bulletproof” telephones to the 
telephone jacks and listened for interference. 

Of the 241 telephones tested, 68% received interference. 
In tests of the AT&T Z100B1 filter on 138 telephones receiving 
interference, 62% continued to receive interference. A number of 
other filters were tested, on 82 telephones receiving interference. As 
a group, these filters eliminated interference on 29% of the 
telephones, the FCC said. 

Among the FCC’s conclusions was that transmitter power 
did not seem to be a significant factor, they said that 10 watts or less 
caused telephone interference in one third of the cases. 

The FCC said that filters worked only one-third of the 
time. Manufacturers can design telephones to be interference free, 
the Commission said, citing its bulletproof telephones, which were 
immune from interference virtually all of the time. 

The FCC said the transmitting stations most likely to 
cause telephone interference are citizens band, amateur and 
broadcast stations. Citizens band stations accounted for half the 
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telephone interference cases, while amateur and broadcast stations 
caused the other half. 

The FCC said that telephone interference filters “cannot 
be relied upon to eliminate interference” since, in two out of three 
cases in this survey, they didn’t work. 

The report emphasized that because the survey was based 
on what the FCC called a random sample “...it cannot be claimed 
that identical results would be derived under scientific surveying 
and testing, nor should the results be construed as FCC endorsement 
or criticism of any particular manufacturer’s product.” The FCC also 
said, however, that “...given the enormous numbers of instances in 
which this type of interference is experienced by consumers, it is our 
hope that this survey, notwithstanding its informality, will serve as a 
catalyst for affected parties to productively address and resolve this 
problem. As always, FOB remains ready to assist in that effort.” 

Most of the foregoing is from the “ARRL Letter” for 
March 24th, which concludes, “If you would like a copy of the 
survey, which includes a list of the telephone models checked, send 
an SASE with two units of first-class postage to the Technical 
Information Service at ARRL HQ.” 


Amended Packet Message Forwarding Rules: 
The FCC has selectively amended part 97 of its Rules, 


effective June 1, 1994, to enable packet radio message forwarding 
systems to operate while retaining safeguards to prevent misuse. 
The action culminates more than three years of consideration as who 
is responsible for the content of messages transmitted to destinations 
via one or more intermediate forwarding stations, or “digipeaters.” 
The problem arose during the Persian Gulf war, when a 
message addressed to all U.S. Amateurs was inserted into the packet 
system. The message publicized a 900 number to call to register 
opposition to the war in Iraq. A complaint was filed with the FCC by 


an amateur who believed this to be a busihess message because part 
of the revenues from these numbers are paid to the sponsor, and 
therefore prohibited under part 97.113 of FCC Rules regulating the 
Amateur Radio Service. 

The FCC sent violation notices not only to the originator, 
but also to packet repeating stations that automatically retransmitted 
the message. Up to that point amateurs believed that message 
originators were the sole accountable party for such violations, 

The FCC pointed out that there is no current supervisory 
authority in the amateur digital network, which makes these 
unsupervised systems easy targets for misuse. The Commission said 
that it could be difficult for it to establish, after the fact, that a 
particular station originated a high speed digital transmission. For 
these reasons the Commission said there must be ongoing oversight 
of the system, and the control operators of the first forwarding 
stations are in the best position to provide such oversight. 

The FCC Report and Order in this matter: (1) holds the 
message originator primarily accountable for its content; (2) Says 
that originators of messages posted for retransmission (such as to a 
“bulletin board”) by amateur stations but not yet entered into the 
packet system must be known to the licensee of the first forwarding 
station—or the licensee of the station which enters that traffic into 
the network must be responsible for its content. 

The Commission also clarified that the station that 
receives a communication directly from the originating station and 
introduces it into the message forwarding system is the first 
forwarding station. 

The Commission believes that these rule changes will 
enable contemporary high speed message forwarding systems to 
operate as their designers intended, while retaining the minimum 
safeguards necessary to prevent misuse. 


COMMENTS OF THE QUARTER CENTURY WIRELESS ASSOCIATION ON NOTICE OF 
PROPOSED RULE MAKING IN THE MATTER OF AMENDMENT OF THE AMATEUR SERVICE 
RULES TO IMPLEMENT A VANITY CALL SIGN SYSTEM. 


he Quarter Century Wireless Association (QCWA), founded in 

1947, comprises more than ten thousand active amateurs. To 

be eligible for membership, an amateur must have received his 

first amateur license at least twenty five years prior to his date 
of application. Thus, the total experience of our members aggregates 
many thousands of years. 

The purposes of QCWA are to operate exclusively for 
charitable, educational and scientific purposes (entitling the 
Association to exemption under the provisions of Section 501(c\3) of 
the Internal Revenue Code of 1954, as amended); and more 
specifically to promote interest in Amateur Radio communications and 
the advancement of the electronic art, making use of the reservoir of 
knowledge and experience represented within the membership of 
QCWA for the benefit of all Radio Amateurs and the furtherance of the 
Public Welfare through Amateur Radio communications, and to 
provide a scholarship fund for worthy students who are Radio 
Amateurs. 

The QCWA is primarily concemed about the many Amateur 
Radio licensees who were required to surrender their old call signs 
when they moved to another call area, per the Commission’s rules at 
that time. However, when this was no longer a requirement, there was 
no vehicle for re obtaining the lost call because the Commission was 
now systematically issuing call signs. When this point was discussed 
with Commission personnel several years ago, there was very little 
sympathy shown for those who had lost their identity, if you will, by 
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the prior action. In fact, the comment was made that Radio Amateurs 
have an obsession with call signs! 

Yes, there is a binding relationship for many with call letters 
they have been assigned through the years. Many of those who “lost” 
the earlier call would be extremely happy to have the old call back. 
Undoubtedly, there are others who have been content with the luck of 
the draw when the required change was put into effect. It is for the 
former group that the QCWA is requesting special consideration under 
the new “Vanity Call” system, as the only avenue which can achieve 
the results desired . . . re obtaining that call which was once taken 
away. 

The QCWA recommendation leaves the burden of proof of 
prior holding of a call to the applicant. Perhaps the Commission would 
accept a listing in the Callbook or other representative source. Perhaps 
the Commission would require a copy of the former license as the only 
legitimate proof. While this may be a difficult requirement, it is 
understood that it may be the only legal manner in which proof of prior 
holding of the call can be provided. The QCWA also understands that 
there may be a few cases where a call may have been reissued after it 
was lost due to relocation. In such circumstances, there is no intent that 
the present holder of that call should “give it up!” 

Another consideration is that the Commission permit a prior 
holder applying under this provision, if approved, to hold a call which 
is presently considered an Extra Class or Advanced Class 
identification. This should not present too much difficulty since there 
are many hundreds, perhaps thousands, of licensees on the air today 


with call signs not matching their license class. Of additional concern 
to QCWA is a point which is probably of concern primarily to older 
QCWA members, or other senior citizens of Amateur Radio. QCWA 
membership includes a few amateurs who received their first license 
prior to 1922, and a substantial number whose tenure dates back to the 
late 1920s and early 1930s, and it is in the interest of these pioneers in 
our hobby that we submit these additional comments, Changes in 
licensing procedures for radio amateurs; changes in record keeping 
concerning call letter assignments, particularly prior to World War 11; 
and the transition from manual to automated (computerized) record 
keeping, have obscured the “paper trail” of many early call letter 
assignments. 

The QCWA membership by its very nature includes 
amateurs who received their initial call letter assignments when the 
Tules were different, and when there were many opportunities for one- 
by-two and one-by-three calls to be assigned. The proposed rules allow 
for such calls to be recovered by the original holder. However, the 
proposed rule, that the applicant can seek only call signs from the 
groups corresponding to their present license class or lower license 
classes, would inhibit the process for a certain few. 

For example, consider the situation of an amateur whose 
original call was a one-by-two call, W9XX, whose license 
subsequently lapsed, who received another call sign upon requalifying, 
and who presently holds an Advanced class license. Our interpretation 
of the proposed rules indicates that this individual cannot regain his 
original one-by-two call. 


Stu Meyer, W2GHK, Silent Key 


On Saturday evening, May 21, Stu Meyer, W2GHK, succumbed to a heart 
attack in his home following his return from a business trip to Milwaukee. 

At the time of his passing, Stu was President of the Radio Club of America. 
He was past president (1982-1985) of the Quarter Century Wireless Association. A 
former chief engineer of Hammerlund, he eventually became its president. He was 
also employed for a long time with E. F. Johnson. Additionally, he served as an 


engineer for DuMont Labs and Link Radio Corporation. 


Stu was the recipient of the 1992 Henri Busignies Memorial Award, the 
1988 Fred M. Link Award, and the 1983 President’s Award for the Radio Club of 
America, and the 1992 recipient of the Distinguished Service Award for QCWA. 

Stu is survived by his wife, Lottie, and two daughters Rosemary, and 
Susanne, WB4USX. His wife suggests contributions to the Radio Club of America 


or the Quarter Century Wireless Association Scholarship Fund. 


To allow for the above two circumstances, we propose that 
the Commission consider a one-time-only “window” for a short period, 
e.g., 90 days, at the onset of the new mules, during which an applicant, 
such as those described previously, could regain his original call, if 
available, under the conditions QCWA has put forth in these 
comments. 

The QCWA appreciates that a major objective of the 
proposed rule changes is to allow already-licensed amateurs to recover 
a call sign which they held in the past; or to obtain a preferred call 
sign, subject to the provisions set forth in the NPRM. This flexibility is 
highly desirable, and has been awaited by the amateur fraternity for 
years. Now it is about to become a reality. We appreciate that the road 
to this proposed action has been a long and difficult one, and we join 
others in thanking the Commission for pursuing and achieving this 
objective despite the obstacles. 

The QCWA is not in a position to suggest how the provisions 
that we have suggested might be implemented, since we are not 
conversant with the configuration and programming of the new 
computer facility. However, we stand ready to provide any assistance 
which might be required in clarifying this proposal and discussing 
practical implementation thereof.

Grounding Your Yacht and Other Nautical Vehicles

‘ood news—you no longer need to lay down hundreds of feet 

of copper foil to achieve an adequate ground plane for marine 
and ham single-sideband equipment for your boat. The fully automatic 
antenna tuner, placed at the antenna feedpoint, will offer terrific 
performance with as little as 2 or 3 bonded underwater through-hulls 
as your ground plane system. 

The modem high frequency ham or marine SSB system will 
operate on frequencies between 2 MHz and 29 MHz. The lower the 
frequency, the greater the need for a large-sized ground system. But 
since there is very little activity on marine 2 MHz frequencies, or on 
the Amateur Radio 160-meter band, no longer do you need to produce 
a 100 square foot ground plane as we had to do back in the old days. 
And back in the old days, we only had a certain amount of inductance 
and capacitance to work with in our matching system, so it was back 
then that this 100 square foot ground plane was absolutely necessary. 

Things have changed. The moder microprocessor-based 
antenna coupler can now choose hundreds of selections of X, and X, to 
develop a good match with good efficiency to your selected 
underwater metallic through-hulls, or to selected bonded metals below 
the water line. The greater your ground plane below the water line, the 
higher your radiation resistance, and the greater the efficiency of your 
antenna system. 

For sailboats with bonded underwater through-hulls, you 
will notice a green wire running from one through-hull to another, 
daisy chain all the way up and down on the inside of your hull. This is 
part of your corrosion control system, and also may be part of your 
lightning system. Bonding underwater through-hulls with a green wire 
is part of the A.B.Y.C. recommendations for controlling galvanic 
corrosion and a nearby lightning strike. 

If all of your underwater metallic through-hulls are bonded, 
you can parallel these same through-hulls with copper ground foil to 
both your automatic antenna tuner and to your SSB transceiver. Wire 
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brush the bonded through hulls for a good ciean connection to the 
copper foil. Foil is simply wrapped around the through hull, and 
tightened down with a stainless steel hose clamp. No soldering, no 
brazing, no welding-the stainless steel hose clamp and copper foil 
make for an easy connection to your bonded underwater through-hulls. 
Pick up as many through-hulls as you can. 

I usually pick up a minimum of two or three through-hulls 
back aft, interconnected to my automatic antenna coupler. Sometimes 
the rudder post is a good spot to add additional ground foil. 

If your underwater metals are not connected by a green bond 
wire, you may wish to go to a single through-hull that is isolated by a 
non-conductive hose as your first point of establishing an underwater 
ground connection. While a single through-hull might work as a tuner 
ground, you would probably want to add additional strips of copper 
foil inside the hull to add additional capacity to this lone ground point. 
Even a ground plate made of porous bronze might be in order here 
where all of your underwater fittings have been specifically left 
unbonded. 

For the transceiver at the NAV station, you would run the 
copper foil directly off the back of the transceiver and down to a single 
underwater ground point. This could be a single bonded through-hull,

your keel bolt, or a bronze water intake valve. And as long as you 
adhere to good red and black voltage techniques, you will not be 
troubled by the scary word “electrolysis”--stray current corrosion. 
“Electrolysis” occurs when you do not run adequate red and black 
wires, and current gets pulled through the ground system. Not good. 
But if you use good red and black wiring techniques to your voltage 
distribution panel, and that panel has good red and black wire runs 
down to your positive and negative posts on the battery, you should 
not experience “electrolysis” with your new ground system. 
Remember, your ship’s ground is considered a separate 
entity to any black wire that goes to the battery negative terminal. 
Although the negative battery terminal ultimately gets hooked into 
your ship’s ground system, you should never use the ground system as 
the return side to the black battery negative lead. In fact, most SSB 
ham and marine transceiver specifically fuse the black power lead in 
case refrigeration or anchor windless equipment tries to find another 
retum path for the black battery negative lead. If you ever pop your 
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black lead fuse, chances are something else is causing stray current 
electrolysis. 

On power boats, the tuner goes up in the flying bridge, and 
there may or may not be a ground screen already laid on the top roof of 
the bridge. If there is, interconnect to this artificial ground plane, and 
then go to the big job of interconnection your bridge SSB radio and 
tuner to a ground plane that goes all the way down and contacts the 
sea water below. Again, green wire bonded through hulls are one 
great way to achieve an adequate ground plane. 

No longer are one-quarter wavelength “radials” required in 
most installations. Your fully automatic antenna tuner will resonate 
your existing sea water ground system without the need of a tuned 
radial system. 

No longer is 100 square feet of copper foil laid down on the 
inside of your hull required. 

No longer is interconnecting every last piece of underwater 
metal required—or recommended. If you haphazardly start 
interconnecting everything together, you could accidentally hook up 
your aluminum trim tabs to the rest of your underwater metal, and the 
aluminum will begin to behave like an underwater zinc. And you 
know what an underwater zinc does when it’s doing its thing best--it 
deteriorates. So don’t be attaching your copper ground foil to any and 
every underwater metal before you check it out and make sure that it’s 
part of your original bond system. 

The reason we use copper ground foil as opposed to No. 8 
green bonding wire is because wire has an adverse effect on ground 
currents. Wire develops inductive reactance, and this actually opposes 
the flow of AC ground current. We want very low Xj, so we use 
copper foil. The 3-mil, 3-inch copper foil available from Gordon West 
(714-549-5000) is your best ground conductor. It’s thin, tough to tear, 
and works well as a ground plane as well as a grounding interconnect 
between your bonded underwater through-hulls. Remember, don’t be 
attaching this copper foil to through-hulls that have been purposely left 
unbonded. And if you’ve not experienced any type of underwater 
corrosion, don’t change the profile of your underwater metals at this 
point by grounding to them, or taking them off of a bond system. 

Once you are satisfied that you have bonded to a minimum 
of 2 or 3 underwater through-hulls, it’s time to go on the air. When 
you transmit, it’s perfectly normal to see your anemometer and speedo 
jump around on voice peaks. This is because they act like field 
strength meters, and pick up your powerful transmitter output. You 
might even see your instrument panel flicker as you modulate. This is 
normal. And most likely, your automatic pilot will be effected by your 
SSB on transmit. When you start talking, you'll probably take on a 
new course, so watch out! Little can be done to remove this common 
problem of radio frequency interference to onboard electronics during 
actual key-down transmissions. Sometimes grounding to these other 
instruments will help. Sometimes it makes it worse. Do some 
experimentation. 

A simple way to check whether or not you have achieved 
adequate ground on lower SSB channels (2 MHz, 4 MHz, and 6 
MHz), or lower ham frequencies (160m, 75m, and 40m) is to do the 
old “Gordo overboard foil trick.” Establish communications with the 
high seas marine operator, another ship, or another ham on high 
frequency. As you’re communicating with this station, have your pal 
take the free end of the foil (where the other end is at least 20 feet in 
the drink) and touch it to the tuner’s ground foil connection. If the 
tuner begins to re tune, or if the other station indicates you abruptly 
increased in signal strength, this is proof positive that additional 
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grounding is necessary. But I doubt that there will be any change. If 
you touch the foil to the existing ground foil, chances are the tuner will 
not change its setting (won’t go click, click, click), nor will the other 
station hear any difference. You have just proved that an additional 20 
or 30 feet of terrific sea water ground makes no additional 
improvement in your communications range, so no additional 
grounding is necessary inside your hull. 

Do this test at the tuner—this is where there is maximum 
capability of seeing any change in your underwater ground 
performance. 

Experts will disagree on how much ground is necessary for 
marine SSB and ham SSB. These experts are usually landlubbers, and 
have never been out there on the water with the new modem Kenwood 
TS-50, Yaesu 757, or ICOM 728. They haven’t been out there with 
copper foil cutting into their flesh as they’re trying to mun it below 
decks. In repeated tests that I have conducted on both power boats and 
sailboats, a few well-chosen sea water contacts with a bonded 
through-hull may be all that’s necessary to achieve a terrific ground 
plane for the modem microprocessor-based SGC Model 230 antenna 
tuner. But if you are using an old manual antenna tuner, all bets are 
off--it needs copious amounts of ground plane. 

If you are using a whip, such as the fabulous Outbacker 
marine and ham whip, the whip is placed over a horizontal stainless 
steel rail, and it should work swell down to 40 meter ham and 8 MHz 
marine. If you want performance lower in frequency than this, 
interconnect the inside stanchion through-deck fitting down to a 
convenient underwater metallic through-hull. This will add additional 
ground plane to the circuit, and the Outbacker will work great. 
Incidentally, the Outbacker feeds directly to your transceiver with coax 
cable with no antenna tuner required. 

Finally, built-in automatic antenna tuners are not designed 
for marine single-wire installations. Only the fully automatic 
microprocessor-based $600 automatic antenna tuner is designed for 
this type of long-wire application. As long as that tuner is at least 15 
feet separated from the transceiver, you should not have any problems 
of RF feedback associated with manual tuners. As long as your 
transceiver is fed with 6-gauge or 8-gauge wire to a healthy 12-volt 
source, you will not be troubled with garbled modulation. And as long 
as you can pick up 2 or 3 underwater metals with both the transceiver 
as well as the automatic antenna coupler, you are all set for working 
the world on marine and ham SSB. 

And if you do install the porous ground plate, the efficiency 
of the plate is no greater than its rectangular surface area. Claims that 
a small ground plate is equivalent to a zillion yards of metal cannot be 
proved by engineers. I have found that the porous ground shoe about 
the size of a fireplace brick (certainly not as thick) will do as a 
wonderful ground point to your HF transceiver and automatic antenna 
coupler. While I would like to see some additional metallic ground 
points to the sea water or fresh water, the single ground shoe does a 
marvelous job on high frequency SSB. 

So get started now in checking out your underwater fittings. 
Are they bonded together? Can you get to a couple of them easily? Are 
you running ground foil as opposed to round wire? The round wire is 
fine for bonding, but not for radio grounding. 

Good luck with these simple grounding techniques, and T’ll 
plan to work you on the airwaves soon with a loud and clear received 
signal I’m sure.

A 1948 Flight With President Truman

oubt there are many wandering around today who know 

the United States was flying more than one aircraft 

capable of transporting several hundred passengers in 
1948. The Navy had several. Among them were five Martin 
“Mars” flying boats and two Lockheed “Constitutions” land 
planes. Early in 1948 the first group of Navy personnel were 
assigned to Lockheed Burbank to train in and accept delivery of 
the two Lockheed aircraft. I was one of the Navy crew members. 

The two aircraft were originally outlined to Lockheed by 
Pan American Airways late in 1942 and were to be configured 
for turbo prop engines, which, incidentally, were still not 
available by 1948. Pratt and Whitney 4360 engines were 
installed. The unfinished aircraft were stored at Burbank during 
WW II. After the war they were sold to the US Navy for 20 
million dollars. 
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A Lockheed Constitution in-flight. This plane, with the 
nomenclature XR60, was used by the US Navy in 1948. The 
author was one of the first crew members assigned to it.

These were the first pressurized passenger planes and 
the first airplanes with a four-wheel main landing gear. Each of 
the wheels incorporated an induction motor with the rotating 
field in the wheel and the armature fixed in the axle which pre- 
rotated the wheels to landing speed. The dimensions of the plane 
were as follows: length, 156 feet; height, 50 feet; wing span, 189 
feet; gross weight, 92 tons; horse power, 14,000; speed, 300 
mph; and cruise altitude 25,000 feet. The fuselage was large 
enough to contain three large railroad passenger cars with 
enough space left over for a Greyhound bus. The Navy 
nomenclature was XR60, and the side numbers were 85163 and 
85164. The “X” indicated experimental. Lockheed Test Pilots 
during our tour were Tony LeVier and “Fish” Salmon; 

The 85164 was fully configured to the original Pan Am 
deluxe plush passenger specifications; spacious passenger 
compartments, large galley, hotel suite type rest rooms, plus an 
ample lounge for the ladies, An enclosed spiral staircase 
connected the two passenger decks. A third, a sub-deck, 
contained aircraft supporting utilities.

The first transcontinental flight, from Moffett Field CA 
to Patuxent River MD on July 25, 1948, carried several 
thousand. A “First Day Cover” envelope was issued on that day,

On July 25, 1948 a “First Day Cover” envelope was issued 
to commemorate the first transcontinental flight of a

commemorating the 150th Anniversary commissioning of the US 
Frigate Constitution and the First Official Flight of the Lockheed 
Constitution, Navy XR60. 

Arriving very late in the afternoon of the 25th, several 
hundred unhappy sailors, in their dress whites, were held-over 
for a demonstration flight to Washington National Airport. The 
sailors were all marched off at Washington, single file, for the 
newsreel cameras and were immediately reboarded for return to 
Pax and late chow. 

On July 31, 1948 all the parachutes were carried to the 
lower deck and covered with a tarp. The “X” was painted out in 
front of the “XR60.” Then we flew to Washington National 
Airport. President Truman arrived with practically every Military 
Brass and Capitol Hill “Free-Loader” within hailing distance of 
the White House. All promptly got aboard for a flight to the 
Idlewild Airport at New York City to attend the ceremony where 
President Truman cut the ribbon to officially open the airport. 
(The airport was later renamed JFK.) 

Surprisingly there was very little delay in reboarding all 
the passengers for the return trip to Washington. As we were 
“turning-up,” one of the WAVE orderlies came to the flight deck 
to report there were two extra passengers on board—she was 
positive they were not on the inbound flight. The crew assured 
her everything was OK since there were a healthy number of 
Secret Service personnel aboard. However, a flight deck member 
went back to assist the orderly to point out the suspect passengers 
to the Secret Service. 

The young lady was absolutely correct; there were two 
unauthorized male passengers aboard who were swiftly escorted 
away in a paddy wagon. It was later learned the two men were 
perfectly harmless. Their hobby was to stow away on VIP flights. 
From later newspaper accounts, they had been quite successful. 
In an article the pair had listed an impressive number of VIPs 
they had rubbed elbows with around the world.

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In questioning the WAVE, she indicated she had 
spotted them the instant they came up the ladder—even before 
her head count. “How did you spot them?” She was asked. 

“Easily.” She continued, “They were the only two 
civilian passengers who were immaculately dressed.” She added, 
“I had noticed on the inbound flight all the civilians were very 
sloppy in appearance as well as poorly mannered.” 

Here are a couple of interesting asides to this flight: 
First, on the flight to New York the number two prop governor 
had failed. While the President was doing his thing, inspection 
revealed that the governor housing had broken loose from the 
mounting flange. Being a long time experienced ham—and like 
the man says, “I never leave home without it”—I was the only 
crew member aboard who had a well stocked tool box. For some 
reason my tool box produced about six rolls of that “years-ago” 
sticky rubber tape. I hung by my toes in that number two engine 
cowling until all six rolls were exhausted and our prop governor 
was the size of a regulation basketball. 

Second, we had a long lanky Amateur Radio operator 
crew member who didn’t have much to do; so in his boredom he 
decided to spice up the trip. He had gone below and donned a 
parachute and started up the rear spiral staircase intending to run 
forward through the passenger compartment with the chute on 
his back. Fortunately, or unfortunately, as the case may be, our 
burly Leading Chief was going down the staircase at the same 
time. A scuffle convinced our ham friend to confine himself in 
the cargo hold with the spare engines and wheels for the 
remainder of the flight. 

The episode did not go wholly unnoticed, however. 
Shortly thereafter a full half-page cartoon, depicting this bit of 


hilarity appeared in the New Yorker by cartoonist Buck Brown. 
The last time I was aboard “164, a framed copy of the cartoon 
was in the glass case with a scale model of the Frigate 
Constitution presented at the christening of the aircraft by actor 
Commander Robert Young. Young was aboard for his annual 
Naval Reserve training with our detachment. 


This cartoon by Buck Brown first appeared in the New Yorker 

in 1948. It was inspired by an episode that took place during a 

demonstration flight of the Constitution that carried, as one of 
its passengers, President Harry Truman. 


The day after our flight with President Truman a new 
governor was installed; the chutes were replaced into the 
passenger and flight deck compartments and the “X” was 
repainted in front of the “R60 .” 

My rubber tape? Gone!

Presbyopia 

The most common problem is reduced visual acuity 
due to changes in the lens. Focusing is normally accomplished 
by changing the shape of the lens from round to elliptical. 
Shortly after age 40 the lens loses its elasticity and it becomes 
more difficult to focus on close-up objects. The individual may 
notice that he or she begins to hold reading material at a greater 
distance (their arms become too short). This condition, called 
Presbyopia, is easily corrected with glasses for reading or other 
close work. If glasses are needed to correct other visual 
problems such as astigmatism, then the prescription may be for 
a bifocal or trifocal lens that gives the option of using the 
different areas of the lens to focus at different distances. Usually 
the individual quickly adjusts to them. 


Cataracts 

With further advancing age the lens may become 
cloudy. While this clouding is usually attributed to the aging 
process alone it may also be hastened by injury to the eye, 
long-term unprotected exposure to sunlight, diabetes, 
medications such as steroids or genetic inheritance. It is not 
caused by a “film” over the eye or over-using the eyes nor does 
it spread from one eye to the other. It should not cause 
irreversible blindness. 

If the clouding is mild or if it does not involve the 
central area of the lens no treatment is needed. Symptoms of 
significant clouding include a painless blurring of vision, glare 
or light sensitivity, frequent eyeglass prescription changes, 
double vision in one eye, needing brighter light to read, loss of 
depth perception, poor night vision and fading or yellowing of 
colors. 

Cataract surgery needs be considered when there is 
enough reduction of vision to interfere with important activities 
of daily living. Cataracts may develop quite slowly and 
therefore there is really no need to mish to have the procedure 
done. There is also no need to wait for a cataract to “ripen” or 
mature before it can be removed. 


The surgical treatment 
has improved greatly over the 
past two decades. The “old” 
surgical treatment consisted of 
removal of the lens and then 
fitting the patient with thick 
“cataract lenses”, The recovery 
period consisted of several days 
of absolute bed rest followed by 


several weeks of reduced 
activities. 

Modern cataract 
surgery is an _ outpatient 


procedure. A local anesthetic coupled with mild sedation makes 
the operation virtually painless. Using an operating microscope 
an incision only 1/6. inch in length is made in the cornea and 
the tip of a small ultra-sonic probe is inserted into the central 
part of the lens. Ultra-sonic energy is used to break up the lens. 
The fragments are removed by suction, leaving the back 
(posterior) membrane of the lens to support the plastic 
intraocular lens (IOL) implant. The IOL is inserted in a folded 
state and the small incision is closed with a single stitch. 
Frequently no stitch is needed. This has led to the procedure 
being known to as the “one stitch” or “no stitch” cataract 
operation. 

After a short stay in the outpatient recovery area the 
patient is ready to have someone drive him or her home. 
During the recovery period eye drops will be prescribed and the 
patient must be careful not to rub or press the eye. An eye shield 
is worn during sleep. Although strenuous activities should be 
avoided until the eye has healed, normal daily activities and 
moderate exercise may be resumed at once. Vision is usually 
improved immediately; however, full improvement comes when 
corrective lenses are fitted in approximately six weeks. 

Even though the surgery itself is successful the patient 
may not see as well as he or she would like. Other problems 
with the eye such as macular degeneration (aging of the retina), 
glaucoma or diabetic damage may still limit vision after the 
surgery. Even with such problems present the improvement in 
vision gained by surgery may be worthwhile.

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Amateur Radio Satellite News

n recent issues of this column we have talked about the 

“Easy Birds” and the current fleet of Amateur Radio 

Satellites. This column will be devoted to an old friend, 
AMSAT OSCAR 13 (AO-13). AO-13 is our premier high 
altitude satellite and continues to be the most popular “Bird” in 
the fleet. 


Construction And Launch 

Like AO-10 before, AO-13 started life as an 
international project. Before launch it was known as Phase 3C. 
It’s roots start in Germany. Much of the early conceptual and 
electronic design started with the AMSAT-DL group headed 
up by Dr. Karl Meinzer, DJ4ZC. Various components came to 
the project from all over the world. Spacecraft construction 
was done in a small lab in Denver, Colorado, under the 
watchful eye of Jan King, W3GEY. Jan and a dedicated team 
spent many evenings and weekends building the space frame 
and installing modules and wiring harness. Just this evening, I 
heard Ed, WOVO, from Colorado Springs, CO, on the 75 
meter AMSAT Net and recalled that Ed made most of the 
wiring harness for the “Bird.” During it’s construction in 
Denver, many of the rank-and-file AMSAT members were 
able to see the “Bird” in the lab during the 1985 AMSAT-NA 
Space Symposium. I considered this to be a rare privilege and 
one that I look forward to repeating with Phase 3D during the 
1994 AMSAT-NA Space Symposium in Orlando, FL. 

The finishing touches were put on the “Bird” in 
Germany and it was launched on an Ariane 4 from Kourou, 
French Guiana, in June, 1988. Everything went well during 
the launch and the “burns” of the onboard kick motor to place 
it in it’s final orbit. Final orbit was achieved and the 
transponders opened for use during the Central States VHF 
Conference in late July, 1988. It performed well from the start 
with the exception of the RUDAK experiment and has led an 
interesting life since then. RUDAK suffered a hardware failure 
early on. It has been re-incarnated on AO-21. 


Operations 

From the beginning, AO-13 has operated very well. 
Initial operations were on the ever popular Mode “B”; 
however, Modes “J” and “L” were brought on line very soon. 
Mode “L” was intended to be the big “growth” mode with 
much more bandwidth than Mode “B”. Mode “L” did prove to 
be popular, but it never saw the large increase in activity 
desired. Mode “J” which was operated simultaneously with 
Mode “L” proved to be more popular than planned. Both of 
these modes were only activated during the lowest “off- 
pointing” parts of the orbit due to the beamwidth of their 
antennas and the nature of the AO-13 Attitude Control. This 
limited availability and the perceived complexity of Mode “L” 
equipment probably were the reasons behind the limited 
popularity of these modes. In reality, Mode “J” was no more 
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complex or difficult than Mode 
“B” and shared the same 
equipment in most cases. 

Mode “S” was a new 
mode on AO-13. This mode 
was incorporated as a 
experimental mode, with 
limited bandwidth and some 
special characteristics. It 
shared the 70 cm receiver with 
Mode “B” and included an “S” 
band transmitter developed 
primarily by Bill McCaa, 
KQRZ. Initially, Mode “S” had some problems but they were 
soon overcome and the mode was scheduled on an irregular 
basis. Very few users ventured forth into this “new territory” 
probably due to a perception that it was “too difficult”. 

Meanwhile, most of the operations continued on 
Mode “B” with ever increasing usage by the DX chasers and 
others. Many operators earned DXCC through the Mode “B” 
transponder. A number of DXpeditions included satellite gear 
in their plans for the first time and satellite “DX Spots” started 
showing up on the DX Packet Clusters throughout the world, 

With all of this popularity, a few operators lost sight 
of some of the inherent operational limitations of AO-13 that 
result from it’s orbital characteristics and it’s stabilization 
method. Periodically the satellite has to be “off-pointed” to 
keep the batteries healthy at the expense of communications 
quality. When these periods occur, the vocal few raised “quite 
a stink”, It has taken a lot of effort on the part of James Miller, 
G3RUH, and others to re-educate this vocal minority on the 
characteristics of AO-13. The keys to being successful during 
these trying times are patience and _ understanding. 
Understanding should include reading James Miller’s excellent 
article on controlling AO-13 that appeared originally in the 
AMSAT-NA Proceedings of the 11th Space Symposium. The 
article has been re-printed in The AMSAT Journal (AMSAT- 
NA) and Oscar News (AMSAT-UK). 

Approximately one year ago, AO-13 suffered another 
setback. The 70 cm downlink transmitter, shared by Modes “J” 
and “L” died suddenly. All efforts to revive it have failed so 
Modes “J” and “L” are no longer options. This failure may 
have been a “blessing in disguise”. Losing Modes “J” and “L” 
left more time in the busy schedule for Mode “S”. Mode “S” 
became regularly scheduled and many people started to 
discover the simplicity and pleasure of operating Mode “S”. 
Again James Miller, G3RUH, deserves a lot of the credit for 
popularizing Mode “S” through his excellent articles about the 
simplicity of Mode “S”. Ed Krome, KA9LNYV, has also done a 
lot of “Missionary Work” for Mode “S”. Thanks to these 
pioneers and others, we are secing a preview of future Mode 
“S” operations from Phase 3D, This mode and other UHF and 


Microwave modes could easily become the primary modes of 
Phase 3D. As a matter of fact, an increasing number of 
operators now believe that Mode “B” will go the way of the 
Dinosaurs with it’s overcrowded, noisy, two meter downlink. 


Doomsday 

In the early ‘90s, it became apparent to orbit watchers 
that the Perigee altitude of AO-13 was decaying to what 
appeared to be a very unsafe level. A straight extrapolation of 
this decay would say that AO-13 would re-enter the Earth’s 
atmosphere and burn up in the early ‘90s. An Austrian 
Mathematician, Viktor Kudielka, OE]VKW, published a 
paper challenging this immediate decay and very elegantly 
predicted a turn-around followed by an altitude increase and an 
eventual second decay and de-orbit in the ‘96 time frame. 
Several of the “giants” of orbital mechanics challenged 
Viktor’s predictions. Eventually, some of the computing 
horsepower at NASA under the direction of Dr. Tom Clark, 
W3IWI, and others did a very high fidelity simulation of AO- 
13’s orbit taking into account low order influences of the Sun 
and the Moon. The results of this simulation overlaid Viktor’s 
predictions almost exactly. Furthermore, the actual data since 
the early ‘90s has been following the predictions. It now 
appears that we will loose AO-13 sometime in the ‘96 time 
frame. As a by product of this research, we now know a lot 
more about the stability of highly elliptical orbits and the 
combination of factors leading to AO-13’s eventual demise can 
be avoided on Phase 3D and other “Birds”. 


Summary 

This brief history of AO-13 is intended to illustrate 
the Amateur Satellite development process and evolution. 
Amateur Satellites are fun to operate on, but they are more fun, 
in my opinion, as educational tools and as testbeds for new 
techniques both technical and operational. They are good 
teachers of human nature, orbital mechanics, electronics, 
spacecraft design, and other disciplines. I have personally 
gained much more knowledge and enjoyment from association 
with the Amateur Radio Satellite program and AO-13 than I 
have from any other part of my hobbies and to a large extent 
my professional career. 

We are at a point in time when we can “touch” the 
Phase 3D project by following it’s development in the Amateur 
Satellite press, by “on-the-air” discussions, and by attending 
meetings such as the AMSAT-UK Colloquium, and the 
AMSAT-NA Space Symposium. I have met all of the people 
mentioned in this report by attending these meetings and 
consider them to be my friends even though we have vastly 
different backgrounds. It’s amazing how much one can learn if 
he will just “shut up and listen”. The AMSAT-UK Colloquium 
will be held at the University of Surrey, Guildford, UK, from 
27-31 July 1994. The AMSAT-NA Space Symposium will be 
held in Orlando, FL, near the Phase 3D Integration Facility, 
from 7-9 October 1994. I hope to hear you “on the Birds” and 
see you at one of the AMSAT meetings.

have taken the time to write to me with your kind 

comments on my first two columns. Since you have 
favored me with some valuable feedback, I’ll take a moment 
to return the favor! And please keep those cards and letters 
coming!!! 

First off, my observations regarding so-called 
“magnetic antennas” two columns ago prompted a lot of 
comments. Those of you interested in some real-world 
results may find my article in the May, 1994 issue of QST 
useful. In a nutshell, I decided to give one of these antennas 
a real shakedown--in the ARRL CW _ November 
Sweepstakes--and let it suffice to say that the results were 
well beyond my wildest dreams.

I’m sure I felt 
pretty smug and important over the invitation, and especially 
so since we were testing out a prototype of a diode- 
programmed memory keyer (in those days, of course, such 
technology was 
almost considered witchcraft). 

Sure enough, on the first night of the contest, here 
was the legendary KH6IJ, humming along at about 45 words 
per minute, dits and dahs flowing off his keyer with the 
perfection for which he was renowned. “WIXYZ 5NNKW,” 
“R KH6IJ QRZ,” “W2ABC SNNKW” etc. Well, this brash 
young operator in Washington state called in at about 45 
WPM: “DE W7RM” and got the usual “SNNKW” reply. 
Figuring I’d show the old master a thing or two, I turned the 
speed control all the way to the right—to 99 WPM—to send 
my “599 WASH BK” report. “No way he’ll copy that,” I 
thought to myself. 

You guessed it! Without skipping a beat, Nose 
came back “R KH6IJ QRZ” as if I’d been sending at 25 
words per minute!!! 
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Finding out just 
how much you still have left 
to learn can sometimes be a 
painful experience. In my 
case, Dr. Nose 
simply taught by example, 
and I thank you for that 
lesson, Nose. Many happy 
QSOs to you, old friend. 


The Dwindling Sunspot 
Numbers: Good News or 
Bad News? 

Nobody who has had an HF rig on in the past six 
months will say anything good about the present course of 
the sunspot cycle. Ol’ Sol is losing his acne fast, causing 
many of us to dust off the stamp collection or take up bird 
watching (I recently ran into contest master Dick Norton, 
N6AA at the Bolsa Chica Ecological Preserve—he was 
watching egrets like I was!). But don’t abandon ship just 
because the water line seems to be encroaching! 

To be sure, we may not see 10- and 15-meter Long 
Path for another five years. And those wonderful midnight 
openings on the high bands in the summertime may be out 
of the question for now. But the slim sunspot years are my 
favorite times, and not because I’m a low-band hound. . 
-quite the contrary. 

During the lean spot years, for one thing, QRM is 
much reduced. Besides the obvious fact that many “Fair 
Weather DXers” pack it in when the solar flux index goes 
below 100, it’s also true that the bands aren't open to as 
many areas at once as they were a few years ago. So when 
there is a band opening to Central Asia, for example, you 
probably won’t have as many people to fight in the pile-ups, 
and you won’t have as much encroachment from DX 
stations in other areas, as the band will probably be dead to 
their QTH. 

The meager ionization of the F layer also means 
that the high bands will generally be “long” when they do 
open at all. This phenomenon makes for some pretty 
interesting QSOs during whatever brief openings occur, as 
the F-layer may not support communication on a given day 
with any place closer than Reunion Island or Zambia. And 
because short hops require the heavy ionization that isn’t 
there, you also won’t be fighting as much stateside QRM. 
Sorry, but you'll just have to talk to your cousin Homer in 
Skunk Hollow, Arkansas on 40 or 80 meters. 

So enjoy the bands as the Fates give them to us. 
There’s a challenge and an opportunity to be found every 
day. That’s why I Love DX!

Measuring Coil Capacitance

hat component do radios and transmitters have that 
W microprocessors and personal computer’s don’t? 
Tubes you say! Sure, that’s right except for the early 
machines such as the giant IBM 7090 computer and the like 
built in the late 1960s. But, I’m talking about coils. Actually 
there may be a few chokes in the power supply of your PC too, 
but you won’t find any inside the microprocessor or 486 chip! 
Coils, of course, are for modern day radio amateurs, 
radio technicians, and crystal set enthusiasts. We use them in 
nearly every project. A coil isn’t really a coil however! It’s 
really a resistor and a coil in series, as shown in Figure 1, and 
the coil has some capacitance too. You may know that already 
and you may know that coils can become self-resonant, but do 
you know how to measure the equivalent capacitance in the 
coil?

Without knowing the coil capacitance, errors in 
calculating tuned circuit component values (e.g. the C used with 
the L) may creep into your next design and build project. You'll 
then have to resort to trial-and-error in finding the right values. 
It’s happened to me a number of times, so, while experimenting 
with crystal sets, I found a procedure to measure the capacitance 
of the coil. 


COIL CAPACITANCE 

Self-capacitance of coils is unimportant at low 
frequencies, but becomes a factor for high frequency crystal sets. 
At some frequency, the main coil will be self-resonant; its 
inductance will form a parallel tuned circuit with its 
capacitance. When this happens the coil is no longer useful as 
an inductor! 

A coil designed to be an inductance will necessarily 
have some capacitance distributed along the wire. There is 
capacitance between every inch of wire and every other inch, 
and between each inch of wire and ground. The amount of 
distributed capacitance depends on the construction of the coil; 
it is highest if the coil is wound in layers with turns from 
opposite ends of the wire lying on top of each other. Coils used 
for radio circuits are ordinarily designed to reduce self- 
capacitance. It is nearly impossible to calculate the self- 
capacitance of a coil but it can be readily measured. 


Rule of Thumb. It proves to be a good approximation 
to represent the total capacitance of the coil as one capacitor 
across the coil leads. 

To demonstrate coil capacitance, I wound a coil on a 
Quaker Oats box and measured its capacitance as turns of wire 
were added. These data are listed in Table 1.

The coil was constructed using no. 22 wire, 15 turns 
per inch (tpi). An IFR radio-frequency signal generator was 
used to introduce the test signal into the coil, tapped at three 
turns from the bottom. An oscilloscope with a ten ppfd (pf) 
capacitance probe was attached to the coil at the turns indicated. 
Measurements were taken after each batch of five turns was 
added to the coil. As expected the resonant frequency went 
down as turns were added. The capacitance figures were 
calculated after figuring the inductance, by formula. The 
capacitance listed in the table includes that of the scope probe. 

What’s this all mean? On the practical side, the coil is 
useful as an inductor only at frequencies well below self- 
resonance. As self-capacitance is allowed to build up, available 
coil inductance is reduced. This can affect set volume, 
selectivity, and filtering capabilities. 

Rule of Thumb. For best selectivity and high loaded 
circuit Q, keep the coil capacitance low. 


Measuring Coil Capacitance 

The data in Table 1 shows the presence of self- 
capacitance for the coils constructed. However, the method used 
to obtain an estimate of the capacitance can be improved upon. 
We need a procedure that will allow us to make just a couple of 
measurements on a coil and calculate its capacitance directly. A 
simple equipment arrangement to do this is shown in Figure 2, 
and steps to take measurements are outlined below. 


RF Generator

To measure coil capacitance, you'll need a signal 
generator, a variable capacitor, and a scope or detector circuit 
and volt-ohm meter (VOM). The capacitor needs to have a 
calibrated dial. If the signal generator has good drive, a detector 
and VOM can be used to measure resonant peaks instead of the 
scope. If you try this method, we suggest a germanium diode, a 
47K resistor, and .001 yfd cap as the detector. 

In order to obtain the coil capacitance you'll have to 
make two measurements: one at a frequency somewhat below 
coil self-resonance, and one at half that frequency. With the coil 
in parallel with the tuning cap, with the generator tapped a few 
turns from the bottom of the coil, and with the scope probe or 
detector attached to the top of the coil, follow the procedures 
outlined below. 

1. Peak the displayed signal after setting the generator 
to the first frequency - say 1/2 of the self resonant frequency - by 
varying the tuning capacitor. Note the capacitor value (which 
we'll call C1). 

2. Reduce the generator frequency to half that just used 
and again vary the tuning capacitor until the scope or detector 
peaks. Note the cap value again (C2). 

3. Then calculate the self-capacitance of the coil using 
the following formula. 


C2-4-Cl 
Co ee Formula 1 


where: 

Co = self-capacitance, (same units as C2, C1) 
C1 = tuning capacitor value at frequency 1 
C2 = cap value at frequency 2 half of fl. 


Formula Derivation 

If you’re like me, you'll want to see proof of the self- 
capacitance formula. A derivation is outlined below. 

Let’s start by examining Figure 1. Previously, we 
discussed taking measurements at two frequencies below coil 
self-resonance, one at fl, and one at f2 or half the frequency of 


fl. Given the general formula for the frequency of a resonancc 
L-C circuit, formula 2, it is clear that the capacitance at f2 musi 
be four times that at fl (assuming we don’t change the coil).

By: Carol King, KSCPZ, P. O. Box 73, Oklahoma City, OK 73101 


his issue’s article will feature the First Lady of QCWA. 
Helen Hargreaves Cloutier Schmock, W8GJX, an Advance 


Class licensee, is the first lady to join QCWA and the first 

lady to become a member of QCWA’s Century Club. With 65 

exciting years of Amateur Radio experience and a membership in 

QCWA since 1954, Helen truly deserves a great deal of recognition. 

An author of 17 books and a master of 17 careers, this 

gifted YL has a remarkable life story. Condensing her many 

experiences in Amateur Radio, her adventures, her travels, and her 

anecdotes into the space allotted is quite a challenge. Therefore, let’s 

just start at the beginning, cover as much material as possible, and 
work our way through 85 years of her life to the present. 

Helen was bom in Manistique, Michigan, a typical small 
town in the upper peninsula of the state, on March 17, 1909. She 
resided in Manistique until she finished high school. 

Her father, who came to America from England with his 
family, was superintendent of the Manistique & Lake Superior 
Railroad. He also owned the local theater and when Helen was in 
school, he became active in local politics. After he retired from the 
railroad, he became an Amateur Radio operator, eaming the call 
sign W8ZKR. 

Helen’s mother sold tickets at the theater, enjoyed gourmet 
cooking, showed Toy Pomeranian dogs, and provided room and 
board for female teachers. Later, when Helen was around 15, her 
mother owned and operated a beauty shop in their home. 

Helen, a rather precocious young lady, began piano lessons 
at 44 years of age. Soon she was reading music quite well, playing 
by ear, and providing music for her church. 

As an only child, she engaged in activities that would 
please her dad, along with participating in more feminine pastimes, 
such as music lessons to please her mother. As a result, she became 
quite proficient with guns under her dad's instructions. She enjoyed 
attending major league baseball games, hunting, fishing, and 
roaming the woods with her dad. 

Since Helen’s father worked for the railroad, he was able 
to procure unlimited travel passes for the family, thereby enabling 
Helen and her mother to make frequent summer trips to visit 
relatives. 

When Helen would have occasion to go to the train depot 
in Manistique, her favorite activity was to look through the window 
of the radio room. She was always impressed by those bluish-purple 
sparks which she was told “meant something;” she hoped that she 
would eventually be able to decode those messages. 

She recalls a hunting experience with her father when she 
was a teenager. She and her dad decided one day to go out and hunt 
partridge. Her dad ventured further into the woods while she 
remained along the railroad tracks. In the middle of the tracks she 
saw this big, beautiful rabbit. The two of them looked at each other 
and because the rabbit looked so beautiful to her, she could not 
shoot it. When her dad returned, she told him about the pretty rabbit 
and he asked her why she didn’t shoot it. Somewhat abashed, she 
informed him that the purpose of their excursion was to hunt 
partridge. To say the least, her dad never let her live that one down. 

This story gave her the idea for the title of her most recent 
book, her autobiography, J Never Shot a Rabbit, which was 
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published in 1991. From all 
appearances, Helen has done 
nearly everything else. 

At 14 years of age, 
Helen became quite an 
entrepreneur. Her first job was 
playing the organ for the silent 
movies at the theater during the 
week. On Saturday evenings she 
played the piano for a local dance 
band. Later, she became a 
beautician and helped her mother 
in the beauty shop after school. 

During the summers she took organ lessons from well- 
known organists in the Chicago area. 

This enterprising YL still found time for a social life. She 
knew all the popular dances. Preferring to date guys who were good 
dancers, she had her “dance dates” on Friday evenings. 

One exception to her dating requirement was a non-dancer 
who was interested in Amateur Radio, They used to sit in his 
bedroom with the door open, of course, in front of the short-wave 
receiver, headphones on, listening to Admiral Byrd at the South 
Pole. Everything they copied was in CW. In order for her to copy 
along, she learned the code by studying a Girl Scout manual via the 
dot-dash method. According to Helen, this exposure to Amateur 
Radio had quite an impact upon her life. 

Have you begun to wonder when this YL studied during 
high school? You might be interested to know that during her 
supervised study time at school, she and her CW date, Don, would 
write notes in Morse code and sail them across the room to each 
other. The notes, no doubt, pertained to their school work. 

She enjoyed chewing gum during class in high school. Her 
final deterrent to this forbidden activity occurred one day when she 
was required to stay after school and mop the main hall. 

School is much different in the 1990s from the way it was 
in the mid 1920s. To explain the way in which some schools have 
progressed, a gum machine is located in the main corridor of the 
school where your columnist works. The profit from this machine 
goes into the student council fund. Although some students can be a 
bit annoying with their gum, this activity is tolerated. We would 
rather have students bring gum to class as opposed to having 
students bring guns to class. 

When Helen graduated from high school, she went to work 
as a beautician in Frankfort, Michigan. She rented a room from a 
person who was training young men to be radio operators in his 
radio school. When these students were ready for their FCC 
commercial radio exams and passed them, they could be radio 
operators for the Ann Arbor car ferries on the Great Lakes. 

Helen decided to enter the night school classes. She took 
the Amateur Radio license exam and received the call W9GJX on 
May 23, 1929. According to Helen, Amateur Radio changed her life 
pattern dramatically and she has always been thankful for the 
opportunities she has received because of her radio knowledge. 
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Here is a copy of the notice that the DOC sent Helen 
indicating that she passed her Amateur Radio license 
examination on May 23, 1929. Copy courtesy W8GJX. 


Incidentally, the upper peninsula of Michigan was in the 
ninth call district at that time. Later she became W8GJX when this 
geographic area became part of the eighth call district. 

When she finished radio school, Helen moved back to 
Manistique and helped her mother in the beauty shop. She and her 
dad built her first station which consisted of a 15-watt Hartley 
transmitter and a Silver Marshall receiver. She spoke very proudly of 
the way in which she wound coils and she built her station on a 
bread board. Local hams helped with her first antenna and her first 
DX was on 40 meters with a station in Belgium. 

A few months after Helen returned home, a beautician who 
lived about 30 miles from Manistique needed an operator to fill-in 
for her while she went on vacation. Helen agreed to take this job. 
While Helen was receiving her orientation to this beauty shop, she 
was introduced to a charming young man named Jack Cloutier. That 
afternoon he took her to lunch and they dated steadily while she was 
helping with the beauty shop. 

When Helen retumed to Manistique, she and Jack 
continued dating. Although Jack was not a ham, he supported 
Helen’s hobby. 

While they were dating, Jack was invited to celebrate 
Christmas with the family. Helen’s Christmas present from him, 
much to her surprise and delight, was a storage battery. She just 
happened to mention one day prior to Christmas that one of her 
storage batteries was going soft, so he thought this gift would be 
appropriate for a lady who had everything. Included in this package 
was a note asking when he could buy her a diamond. 

She and Jack were married in 1931 and their marriage 
lasted for 28 years. After their wedding, they lived in Escanaba, 
Michigan, where Jack worked for the railroad. 

Shortly after they were married, Helen decided to try her 
mother’s delicious homemade bread recipe. In order to keep an 
afternoon schedule with a ham in Florida, she started her bread 
project very early that morning. Because this recipe was designed to 
produce a big batch of bread, she was planning to give some of the 
loaves to local friends. She does not remember how much flour she 
used but she had a big dishpan (the old fashioned kind) and made 
the bread in it. She never did figure out what caused it, but her yeast 
did not work like it should. She had a big Kalamazoo range with a 
big oven and a big warming oven. She put the bread in the warmer 
and waited for it to rise. By noon nothing happened. She gave the 
bread an additional hour but again, nothing happened. She had 
followed her mom’s recipe to the letter. 

Disappointed, disgusted, and perplexed about the reason 
the yeast did not work as she thought it should, she dumped the 


mixture into the large garbage pale out by the comer of the garage, 
put the cover on, and decided to forget about making the bread until 
her mom could show her how it should be made. 

She was able to keep her sked. After she finished, her 
admirers kept calling so she had an enjoyable afternoon on the air 
which helped her forget her moming’s bread disaster, 

Later that afternoon, around 3:30 or so she went outside to 
get the mail. She happened to glance over toward the garbage can 
and could hardly believe what she saw. That big five-gallon garbage 
lid was five inches in the air and supporting it was a big white blob! 
That yeast had finally worked in the hot sun which enabled her to 
have a beautiful batch of white bread in the garbage container. 
Eventually she became a gourmet cook and had a cooking show on 
NBC Radio. 

During the decade of the 1930s she worked as a 
telegrapher; took care of her two sons, Jack and Chuck; owned and 
operated a beauty shop. Because her work demanded a good bit of 
her time, she had a maid who helped take of the children and the 
house, 

As an Al CW operator, she served in the Signal Corps as 
an Army-Air Force radio code instructor at the base in Escanaba 
during W.W.II. She was soon given the nickname of “Teach” and 
when her students would contact her or drop her a line, they would 
almost always refer to her by this nickname. 

During W.W.II, as we know, Amateur Radio operation 
was silenced. Nevertheless, Helen and her father kept moming 
schedules on 10-meter ground wave, running extremely low power. 
They did not use their call signs and they felt that no harm would 
exist as a result of their moming chats with such low power. 

One morning a rather interesting event occurred, however. 
While Helen and her father were in QSO, two men appeared at his 
front door and asked Helen's mother if an Amateur Radio operator 
lived there. 

She stated proudly that her husband was an Amateur 
Radio operator and that he was talking with his daughter right then, 
which was an important highlight of his life. She went on to explain 
how they talked each day on the radio. She then asked if they 
wanted her to interrupt him, but they said they would wait until he 
finished, She invited the two men in and visited with them until 
Helen’s father completed the sked. 

After the sked, Helen’s father joined them and asked how 
he might be of help. To his surprise, they explained that they were 
from the FCC monitoring station and asked him to discontinue his 
schedules with Helen. 

The men then showed Helen’s father the direction finding 
equipment and how they tracked his signal. He assured them that he 
was a conscientious, law-abiding citizen, and he would definitely 
cease his skeds with Helen for the duration of the war. When the 
two men got ready to leave, they asked her father to be sure to tell 
Helen “Hi” for them. 

Helen’s father immediately called her to tell her about the 
two visitors. She had been apprehensive that this type of event might 
occur. They resumed their schedules after the war. 

From 1946 to 1952 she taught dancing to the young people 
in town, ran her beauty shop, spent time with her family, and 
worked on her creative writing after the rest of the family had gone 
to bed. One of Helen’s students danced professionally and was in 
the Broadway musical Oklahoma. 
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Her experience on the air gave her the inspiration to write 
her first book in 1951. Sim Barton, Girl Radio Operator was 
published in 1952. This book was primarily designed for teenagers. 

Helen feels that her greatest success at writing was her 
Mournful Mouse series of children’s books. The series, written and 
illustrated by her, taught lessons in life. It was about a mouse that 
always seemed to be crying and sad. Her Mournful Mouse books 
presented her with many opportunities for television appearances in 
Michigan. 

In 1952 Helen joined the staff of the Escanaba Daily Press 
as a newspaper reporter. Because she had received training in 
photography, they also relied on her expertise in that area. 

In 1954 she went to work for NBC affiliated radio station 
WESK, in Escanaba. In addition to other duties, she was a news 
reporter and an announcer. She also had a very popular show for 
ladies. One day she even helped keep the station on the air by 
donating a 250TH final from her BC-610 transmitter when the 
station’s final tube, also a 250TH, went soft. 

During the late 1950s she worked as a librarian for the 
State of Michigan libraries. Working as a librarian gave her great 
pleasure because of her desire to write and because of her love for 
books. 

One of her library jobs was located some distance from 
Escanaba. She went home on weekends. During the evenings of the 
work week she began reading rather racy paperback books just for 
fun and decided to write from the male point of view. She wrote 
under the pseudonym of Steve Bell. Steve Bell’s books brought 
quick cash, immediate publisher acceptance, and several good 
stories. 

In 1960 she accepted a position as a technical librarian for 
Motorola in Chicago. During the evenings she took scuba diving 
and art lessons. 

In 1962 her book, /s/e Royale Calling was published. This 
book is permanently in the Michigan historical section of the state 
libraries and the book is on the list of the tapes for the blind. Many 
years of research went into this book. 

One very important morning ritual of Helen’s that must be 
mentioned is that she begins each day by working her many 
Amateur Radio friends. She has engaged in that activity since she 
was licensed and you will discover how these morning QSOs led to 
a very interesting chain of events. 

In 1962 while she was still working for Motorola she 
received a telephone call from John Schmock, W8VHQ, whom she 
had talked with and, along with his wife attended hamfests over the 
years. John informed Helen that his wife had recently passed away. 
She had been ill for several years and had become bedridden. John 
was very devoted to her and took excellent care of her until her 
death. 

John, who worked in Ludington, Michigan, visited Helen 
on weekends. For all of you romanticists, here is a little food for 
thought.
